The United Nations Postal Administration will issue on May 10 two 
commemorative postage stamps honoring the 35-year-old International 
Labor Organization and the 10th anniversary of the ILO’s Declaration 
of Philadelphia. Originally affiliated with the League of Nations, since 


1946 the ILO has been associated 
cialized agency.

The Declaration of Philadelphia, adopted May 10, 1944, reaffirmed 
the aim of the ILO to improve working and living conditions throughout 


the world. It set the organization’s 

The denominations and colors 
will be 3c brown and 8c magenta. 
The 3c design includes, besides the 
usual five-language UN border, the 
name of the Organization in Eng- 
lish and French, the UN seal, an 
anvil symbolizing the labor prob- 
lems which are the ILO’s concern, 
and a triangle enclosing the ini- 
tials ‘‘ILO’’. j

The triangle, which customarily 
identifies ILO publications, sug- 
gests the three groups which take 
part in all the agency’s work: gov- 
ernments, employers and workers. 
The design is an adaptation of 
one submitted to an international 
competition by Jose Renau of Mex- 
ico. 

Design of the 8c will be very 
much the same as that of the 3c, 
but will be different in a special 
respect. Instead of the English ini- 
tials, ‘‘ILO’’ within the triangle, it 
will have the French and Spanish 
version: ‘‘OIT’’. This is the first 
time that two UN stamps of basi- 
cally the same design will make 
this distinction. It reflects the uses 
to which the stamps will be put: 
the 3c for U. S. domestic mail, the 
8c for overseas service. 

Since 1923 the Swiss government 
has overprinted the ILO’s name in 
French on certain of its regular 
issues. These stamps have been 
used only by the ILO for its offi- 
cial mail. 

(Additional details about the 
stamp and purchasing arrange- 
ments will be released in two 
weeks.) 

The Constitution of the Interna- 
tional Labor Organization, with its 
objective to work for “‘lasting 
peace through social justice,’’ was 
a part of the Treaty of Versailles. 
The ILO’s first general confer- 
ence was held in Washington, D. C., 
in 1919. Membership in the League 
of Nations carried with it mem- 
bership in the ILO, but non-League 
members were also admitted. The 
United States, for instance, joined 
in 1934 without also belonging to 
the League, its first participation 


in an international inter-govern- 
mental organization with broad 
objectives. 


Membership in the ILO consists 
of governments, and they contri- 
bute proportionately to its budget, 
but the Organization is unique in 
giving representation also to repre- 
sentatives of employers’ and work-

Van Dahl, WSC 
Publisher Dies 


Al Van Dahl, 70, publisher and 
founder of Western Stamp Collec- 
tor, died at an Albany, Oregon hos- 
pital Wednesday March 3 from a 
heart attack. His home and place 
of business are both in Albany. 

He is survived by his wife Ar- 
lene, who had been associated with 
him in the running of the firm, and 
a daughter, Mrs. Alberta Blake. 

Mr. Van Dahl was born in Am- 
sterdam, Holland, the family later 
moving to Sweden where most of 
his childhood was spent. In 1908 
they emigrated to Canada where he 
launched his newspaper career af- 
ter having served as a pharmacy 
apprentice under his father while 
the family was living in Sweden. 

He was born February 4, 1884, 
and was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Uppsala, at Uppsala, 
Sweden. He attended Heidelberg 
for two years before going to Can- 
ada to work on a foreign language 
newspaper. He married Ariene 
Lloyd at Chicago April 12, 1915, 
and five years later went to Oregon. 

The Van Dahl's first resided in 
Klamath Falls in 1920, but moved 
after a short time to Baker where 
he purchased and published the 
Baker Herald. After five years in 
Baker he went to Mill City, where 
he acquired and published the 
weekly Mill City Logue. 

During his sojourn in Mill City 
Mr. Van Dahl, who had for many 
years been a stamp collector, in- 
stituted in his newspaper a weekly 
column of stamp information. He 
expanded this into a complete pub- 
lication which he named the West- 
ern Stamp Collector in 1930. 

In 1934 Mr. Van Dahl purchased 
a building in Albany, sold his Mill 
City interests and moved there. 

Mr. Van Dahl was a member of 
the Masonic Stamp club, New York, 
with whose philatelic publication 
he was at one time employed; the 
American Stamp Dealers’ associa- 
tion, the Albany Stamp club; the 
Albany chamber of commerce and 
the Albany Exchange club, of 
which he was a charter member.

Canada has overlooked honoring one great Canadian character in pre- 
serving wildlife in Canada with a special commemorative stamp. 

In my estimation, I really believe the late Jack Miner did a lot of 
Cat.

When he was living, the Govern- 
;ment considered that his contri- 
| bution to Canada’s wildlife was do-- 
|ing some good. The Finance offi- 
cials in Ottawa allotted a certain 
amount of money each year for 
the upkeep of this project. 
Perhaps the amount allotted each 
year wasn’t much in comparison 


to other Government projects, but 
it received official recognition. 
That’s what counts. 


As I previously pointed out in a 
former column, Canadians are not 
propaganda conscious enough! 

Thumbing through the Post Of- 
fice Department’s press releases, 
I came across the one describing 
the wildlife stamps issued last 
year. 

If you remember correctly, they 
were released to coincide as near- 
ly as possible with National Wild- 
life Week in Canada. 

The release went on to say that 
“It is the Department’s hope that 
the wildlife series of postage 
stamps will emphasize to all Cana- 
dians the importance of securing 
and restoring the wildlife resources 
of Canada, not only for their con- 
siderable economic value but also 
because they are a_ constant 
source of pleasure to thousands in 
every walk of life.’ 

So what did the postal officials 
issue? A series of three stamps 
depicting a Polar Bear, a Moose, 
and a Bighorn Sheep. 

Now, wouldn’t you think -that a 
stamp with the features of the late 
Jack Miner and a sketch of his 
bird sanctuary depicted on a stamp 
would have done more to make an 
| impression upon the people of Can- 
|ada towards restoring wildlife 
than the three animals mentioned 
in the Department’s press release 
of last year 

And not only that, where in heav- 
len’s name are the many fish and 
| game clubs when it comes to this 
subject? 

Those stamps of last year re- 
sembled something that you would 
more than likely witness during 
an annual school exhibit of grade 
four pupils. 

Since the late Jack Miner so 
faithfully and voluntarily carried 
on this work, he should at least be 
honored with a special commem- 
orative stamp. This would bring 
home the idea of preserving wild- 
life in Canada much more than 
just picturing animals. 


Here’s a fact that I am sure 
many philatelists do not know. Ca- 
nada has had mail carried by air- 
planes ever since the year 1918. 

Incidentally, there are several 
private airplane companies operat- 
ing in Canada, and several of them 
held contracts with the Govern- 
ment to carry mails to distant 
points not reached by train or boat. 

They were privileged to issue 
their own stamps for use on let- 
ters and parcels which they car- 
ried. These stamps were issued 
under very strict Government reg- 
ulations and control. ; 

There were not very many print- 
ed or issued. Today they are con- 
sidered obsolete and many are 








rapidly becoming quite scarce. 
These early airmail stamps are 
known to collectors as Semi-Of-

Since there are not very many 
in circulation, dealers specializing 
iii Canadian stamps do not usually 
carry them, for the dealers cannot 
keep enough in stock. When any- 
body is offered some you can rest 
assured they are genuine, because 
the printing was under strict su- 
pervision ef the Canadian Govern- 
ment. 

As readers know, the ‘Canadian 
Post Office Department makes a 
practice of destroying plates of ob- 
solete stamps and it’s the same 
in the case of these semi-official 
airmail stamps. 

Most of these semi-official air- 
mail stamps were issued in book- 
let panes or coils, hence have one 
or two imperforate edges. A very 
small percentage are perforated 
four sides. 


While Scott and Stanley Gibbons 
do not list these early airmail 
stamps of Canada, they are, nev- 
ertheless, genuine and were issued 
for postal purposes. 

Should any reader be able to 
secure a copy of Holmes specialized 
catalogue on Canadian stamps, he 
will find them listed in there and 
priced, too. I believe it was in 
1951 that Dr. Holmes issued his 
last catalogue.

First Flight Cachet, 
Jefferson, Missouri 


Effective on or about April 1, 
airmail service will be inau- 
gurated at Jefferson City, Mo., on 
route A.M. 107. 

Special cachet will be provided 
for Jefferson City, and the usual 
treatment of philatelic mail will be 
authorized. 

First-flight air-mail covers sent 
to the postmaster at Jefferson City 
must be prepaid at the appropriate 
air mail postage rate. Double post- 
al cards and double post cards in- 
tended for return reply purposes 
are not acceptable as first-flight 
covers. 

All covers should be accompanied 
by a letter authorizing the hold- 
ing of the covers for the first flight 
and requesting the application of 
oo cachet. Space approximately 

'% by 2% inches to the left on the 
i iy side of all covers is re- 
quired for the cachet. 

An enclosure of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope 
to obtain better impression of the | 
cachet and postmark, and to pre- 
vent damage to cover or canceling 
machine. 


More Postal Slogans; 
Mostly Centennials 


Judging from the number of slo- 
gans which have been announced 
to date as being available to collec- 
tors, the Post Office Department 
has an active year ahead for such 
enthusiasts. An additional batch 
has been announced these being: 

Topeka, Kans. will have a cen- 
tennial celebration with a slogan 
in use until December 5. Waterloo, 
Iowa has more of the same but its 
usage will only extend until June 
25. 

Yane, Calif., will tel the world 
about the Amador County 100 
Years until July 3, while Summer- 
set, Pa. has a sesquicentennial slo- 
gan going from March 5 to July 5. 

For the entire year Fs 1954, the 
Springfield, Ohio post office will 
note its 150 years of service slogan- 
wise. 

Impressions of these can be got- 
ten on the prepared postal cards 
and envelopes of collectors. The 
envelopes must also contain a stuf- 
fer and bear a 3c stamp.

The ten-man expedition that has 
set out to climb Makalu, the 
world’s fourth highest peak, has 
issued a commemorative label 
which will be affixed to all corres- 
pondence leaving the Barun Gla- 
cier Base Camp from early April 
onwards. The label will be tied to 
the cover with a “Carried by Run- 
ner’’ marking. 

Both Nepalese and Indian (Mt. 
Everest) stamps will be used for 
franking inasmuch as Nepalese 
stamps are valid for postage only 
in Nepal and India. Mail will be 
sent from the Barun Glacier Base 
Camp by runner to the nearest 
Nepalese post office and thence to 
Calcutta. 

Envelopes used will be a locally 
hand-made type made of paper 
chosen for its relevance and at- 
tractiveness. 

The label shows Makalu (27,790 
ft.) from the south, hitherto un- 
attempted. It has been printed in 
two different colors, red and blue, 
and is imperforate. The colors 
were chosen because of the mem- 
bers’ connection with Stanford or 
the University of California. 

Five hundred of the labels are 
reserved for the personal use of 
the expedition’s members and 500 
(250 of each color) ys been set 
aside for the use of the public. 
Should orders be received for more 
than the 500 covers now available, 
a new printing of the label will 
be made, in a different color, and 
shipped to Nepal. 

Because little time is now avail- 
able, only orders for covers re- 
ceived by March 31 will be certain 
of dispatch before the expedition 
breaks camp in June. Each cover 
will cost $1 and will be directly 
addressed to the person ordering.

“Sierra Chub Expedition’ and ad- 
dressed to the Sierra Club, 1050 
Mills Tower, San Francisco, Calif. 
All income derived from the sale 
of the covers will be used to defray 
costs of the expedition. 

The ten-man expedition left the 
United States, from San Francis- 
co, on February 18. Professor Will 
Siri (Physics, University of Cali- 
fornia) will be the expedition’s 
leader. Dr. Lawrence W. Swan, 
who designed the label will be the 
expedition’s biologist and surveyor.

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Be Happy With A Hobby 


We stamp collectors naturally feel that we have the ideal hobby 
and having been a stamp collector for almost 60 years I can quite 
agree with that belief, but also having been a publisher of stamp papers, 
a stamp dealer and a stamp collector for all that period I am obliged 

to be tolerant enough to admit and I do 
fully realize that there are dozens of side 
lines to stamp collecting, that for a hobby 
are just about as fascinating as sticking 
strictly to stamps. 

I will insist however that those who take 
to the sidelines must do so with a full 
realization of the fact that their hobby is a 
sideline and without very much real support 
in the way of a catalogue or price list and 
thus no stable value is placed on or is behind 
what they are collecting. 

It is true that First Day Covers are a 
sideline to stamp collecting and First Day 
Cover collecting is supported by catalogues 
and price lists so that we have some basis 
for valuation on such. It is also true that 
certain other of the sidelines are supported 
by catalogues or price lists by individuals 
7 who have taken a Serious interest in some 
Le Se ite f of the side lines, but there are certain other 

GEORGE W. LINN sidelines, the most followed of which is 

postal cancellations which with the excep- 

soe of the very early cancels are not supported by price lists and cata- 
gues. 

There is also the field of cacheted covers which includes for the 
fanatic in this field, any old thing in the way of a cachet for any event 
of any kind. 

Those who follow these fields get a big lot of fun out, of them and that 
is the principal thing, for it is a hobby and any hobby'that brings plea- 
sure and interest to the follower is a good hobby. 

It is easy to fall into the collecting of postmarks for after one has 
collected stamps for a number of years, they get along to the point 
where they may be specializing some certain line and they soon come 
across an interesting postmark that fits into their particular field. From 
there on it is a very natural matter to look for other posmarks and 
cancels that will also fit and the first thing you know you have a large 
collection of them. 

Naturally, it is best to keep these as entire covers, although the 
man who goes in for all of the postmarks of the United States, just 
as one might go for all of the stamps of the. world would find entires 
a very burdensome method so that these collectors have acquired the 
habit of cutting their postmarks four inches wide by two inches high this 
being the accepted and approved manner of collecting. Of course in the 
case of very old stampless covers or rare covers it would be ridiculous to 
trim them at all, but for the modern cancels, this has been the ac- 
cepted form. In our days of stamp collecting and stamp dealing there 
has been many instances in which we have come across quite large 
lots of postmarks that have been cut in small squares showing only 
the circle and nothing more, or even cut round. All such are un- 
desirable, yet the collector who collects postmarks might treasure 
some items from such lots as they are apt to be very old ones in which 
the original offices have long been closed.

With over 40,000 readers, many of whom doubtless come to Florida 
at some time or other or plan to do so we feel that our advice might 
be better than their haphazard information from newspapers and Cham- 
bers of Commerce.

Do not fear to come to Florida in the spring or summer months. 
Prices then are far lower and the weather is beautiful and you can 
have a wonderful time at half the cost of the winter season for most 
of what you have to buy. Down here they do not call it winter, they 
call it the dormant season which lasts about three months. After 
that, from about April 1 on everything is blooming all over and that 
is the nicest time to enjoy your trip. Of course for those who come 
in December and stay till spring to escape the northern cold, we have

| about the 1890’s when it was grad- 
ually replaced by the prefix ‘‘Mr.’’ 
Now, Mister is a masculine desig- 
nation and not a title of courtesy, 
and is used nowadays here in the 
U. S. in addressing all letters to 
males whatever their ages might 
be. 


Messrs, is the term employed 
in addressing more than one man. 
‘While it is the plural of Mister, 
‘it was derived from the French 
word, Messieure, and is pronounc- 
ed nearly the same. You might 
not recognize it on some of the 
early U. S. covers and folded 
letters, for in writing it, the first 
“‘s*"’ was made somewhat like the 
letter ‘‘f’’ but the line of the low- 
er loop came down the right side 
and around to the left and up- 
wards. 


As a matter of fact, it was once 
the practice with all English words 
that had a double ‘‘s” in their 
spelling, to fashion the first one 
like the character I have described. 
None of the reference or text 
books I have, including an Anglo- 
Saxon reader, yield information on 
when, where and why this cus- 
tom started. It goes back at least 
to Colonial days, and must have 
been taught in American schools 
or its use would not have been 
so widespread. 

Miss and “Mrs.” are constric- 
tions of the word Mistress the dic- 
tionaries inform us. But Miss un- 
like “Mrs.” in no longer regard- 
ed as an abbreviation. On most 
of the early covers both Miss and 
Misses are written with the first 
‘*s”’ in the shape of the mysterious 





s 
symbol I have mentioned. The lat- 
est cover I have with this form 
of the “S” is of 1886. 

Master, is another term that has 
been discarded in the U. S. It was 
once the prefix applied to all boys 
who were too young to ad- 
dressed as Mister. One encounters 
its use in English literature. When 
it appeared, the boy’s Christian 
name-was usually included as, 
Master James. 

U. S. covers with the prefix are 
far from common. I have only one 
Nebraskan with it, and it is of 
1860 


The 1890’s were the heyday, so 
to speak, of the use of pictorial 
subjects on covers. These subjects, 
as near as I can determine, were 
to maintain or build up prestige, 
and they comprise a large and 
varied group, and aside from the 
postal markings and the postage 
stamps on the covers, they are in 
themselves Americana. 

With a few exceptions, the col- 
lecting of the covers of a single 
state is a sufficiently ample and 
expensive field for the average 
person. Save for unusal items, I 
confine myself to Nebraskans. 
The Nebraska Territory was cre- 
ated on May 6, 1854. not

Dr. Bork says collectors should 
be warned not to purchase these 
stamps at a high price. The plate 
from which they are printed has 
150 subjects, as pointed out in the 
article, and the Mexican Govern- 
ment Printing Office will not re- 
tire the plate on account of this 
variation, 

To date some 85,000 impressions 
have been made by the 25c plate, 
and approximately three times that 
amount from the 35c. They will 
continue to be printed and used as 
long as such values are needed. 

Copies continue to show up daily 
in the mail — the variety should 
therefore not be scarce.

SUDAN. The arguments as to 
the validity of the three 1953 Self 
Government stamps is going on in 
the London Philatelic Press. Some 
writers state that these stamps 
were prepared but not issued. Oth- 
ers state that, having been re- 
leased by the Sudan’s London agen- 
cy, under instructions from Khar- 
toum, they were officially issued. 
even though a subsequent state- 
ment was made that these 1953 
stamps were not valid for postage 

It may be possible that the Su- 
dan officials, in declaring that 
these stamps were not. valid for 
postage were “FACE SAVING” 
inasmuch as self govermment did 
not become effective until January 


1954. 

NORTH BORNEO. Current 20c, 
30c and $2.00 stamps have been 
ordered with the portrait of Queen 
Elizabeth. The new 10c value was 
released on March 1. 

ST. CHRISTOPHER, NEVIS AND 
ANGUILLA (ST. KITTS) On March 
1 this colony released seven stamps 
with the royal portrait changed. 











The values are 1, 2, 3, 4, 6 and 12) 


cents. Stamps of the earlier issue 
were withdrawn from sale on Feb- 


ruary 27. 

GOLD COAST. As previously an- 
nounced, Gold Coast issued on 
March 1 seven Elizabeth stamps. 
With the five values previously re- 
leased, this probably completes the 
set of 12 Elizabeth stamps to 10 
shillings. 

FIJI. On April 1 Fiji will release 
its second issue of Health Stamps. 
The values are 144d plus ‘4d, and 
24ed plus %d. These stamps will 
be on sale until June 30 or when 
stocks are exhausted, whichever is 
earlier. The first Fiji Health 
Stamps were and still are quite 


popular. 

ST. LUCIA. Two values Ic and 
5c with the portrait of the Queen 
will be released on April 1. The 
2c value was recently released. 

KENYA-UGANDA. In January 
1954, this colony released a print- 
ing of the one Pound stamp perfor- 
ated 124%, after 12 years use of the 
previous perforations. As the Eliza- 
beth series is announced to be 
ready for release soon, the 1954 
printing of this high value was 
probably small. Fyndem in Stamp 
Collecting (London) gives this 
stamp as the Week’s Good Fynd. 

TONGA. The 1950 and 1951 com- 
memorative sets of Tonga should 
be good. The face value of each is 
quite low and Queen Salote is pop- 
ular. The total number issued was 
small and there were only about 
75,000 sets of the Queen’s Birthday 
stamps issued (91-93).

Several interesting questions in 
the mail recently. 

One writer wants to know why 
Hawaii, Alaska, Puerto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands don’t have sep- 
arate issues of stamps like the 
Canal Zone. 

The four are territories of the 
United States, owned by this coun- 
try, and under the sole jurisdiction 
of the U.S. government. Most of 
our states were territories at one 
time—presently the territories of 
Hawaii and Alaska are before con- 
gress for voting to statehood. If 
the voting is favorable they will 








These ‘‘Soo”’ Locks are the busi- 
est in the world both as to the ton- 
nage handled and the number of 
ships which pass through them. The 
8c denomination of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Exposition issue of 1901 shows 
two of the American locks. Since 
then two more have been built for a 
total of four (I think four is cor- 
rect), while on the other side of 
the river Canada has two locks. 

The ship traffic is mostly those 
long freighters which bring iron 
ore, wheat and other items from 
Lake Superior ports into Lake 
Michigan places, or into Lake Hur- 
on and subsequently Lake Erie. 


Oil, coal, automobile, limestone 
and other commodities are also 
hauled. 

During World War IT I went 


through the American Locks to 
Port William and Fort Arthur, Can- 
ada and thence on to Duluth, Minn. 
and back again to Detroit. You 


the area was covered with soldiers 
who patrolled constantly right 
along the locks themselves and on 
the boats which they boarded for 
the passage through. Lote of anti- 
aircraft guns, too. 

In 1952 another ride through this 
time with our three children as an 
educational treat for them. Only 
the two Canadian locks were open 
to passenger vessels—the eri- 
can locks were alive with mili- 
tary personnel and gun e ace- 
ments and they handled the freight- 
ers. The Canadian locks were well 
guarded insuring against monkey- 
business.

point out to some who don’t under- 
stand that the United States Post 
Office Department, and the United 
Nations Postal Administration are 
two different organizations entire- 
ly. While UN mails are handled 


become our 49th and 50th states. 

However, the Canal Zone is an 
entirely different matter. As you 
known the Zone limits are approx- 
imately ten miles on each side of 
the Panama Canal from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific, or vice versa. 
This land is used by the United 
States on a perpetual lease from 
the Republic of Panama which 
owns this land. 

It’s just like you leasing or rent- 
ing a building or home. You will 
have a lot of privileges, but you 
can’t. do the things that an out- 
right owner could do. So ownership 
of the four territories makes them 
just as much one of the family as 
any of the 48 states, but the 
leased territory of the Canal Zone 
gives us none of the rights of the 
owner and different arrangements 
exist. 

Panama might have its national 
feelings hurt if United States 
stamps were sold and used in the 
Canal Zone because that would give 
the idea that we considered it our 
possession—a fact which isn’t so. 

The president of the United 
States has jurisdiction over the 
Canal Zone, a power which he dele- 
gates to the Secretary of War. 
While there is a civil government 
it is supervised and under the con- 
trol of the U.S. Army Commander 
there. ‘ 

Postal service in the Canal Zone 
has been in operation since June 
24, 1904. The first issues were made 
by overprinting Panama stamps. 

Always remember that the U.S. 
Canal Zone, and the Republic of 
Panama are two entirely different 
governments.

AUSTRIA — The 2 Schilling pic- 
torial stamp of 1945, showing a 
winter scene at St. Christof am 
Arlberg, has been utilized for a 
semipostal to aid the victims of the 
recent avalanche in the Austrian 
Alps. The old denomination was 
omitted, and the design overprint- 
ed ‘“‘Lawinenopfer 1954 1S. plus 
according to the Austrian 
Postal Administration. The stamp 
became valid for postage on Feb- 
ruary 19. 

CANADA — Four new stamps 
are to be placed on sale on April 
1. Two are to be issued in con- 
junction with National Wildlife 
Week. A 4c gray shows a walrus, a 
Se blue, a beaver. A booklet con- 
sisting of five of the 5c beaver

Luxembourg Postal

The first translation ever to be 
made into English of an early book 
on postal stationery has been fea- 
tured in the last three issues of 
“The Luxembourg Philatelist,” 
monthly journal of the Luxem- 
bourg Philatelic Study Club.

The translation, pub- 
lished in three monthly install- 
ments of The Philatelist, was made 
from the French by James 3 
Dunn, a member of the Study Club.

ers’ organizations of each country. 
It is the only international agency 
in which organizations other than 
governments have a constitutional 
right of full and independent parti- 
cipation. 

As an affiliate of the League of 
Nations, the ILO dealt with econ- 
omicai and social matters. It was a 
center of information and research, 
and of technical assistance to gov- 
ernments, as, for instance, in the 
field of social security. Its field ac- 
tivities have greatly increased 
since World War II, and particu- 
larly since it took part in the Ex- 
pa Program of Technical As- 
sistance of the UN and the spe- 
cialized agencies. 

When war broke out, the impor- 
tant decision was made to trans- 
fer ILO operations from its seat 
in Geneva to Montreal, where a 
working center was established. 
The ILO throughout the war aided 
the cause of the United Nations. 
Its annual conference in Philadel- 
phia in 1944 adopted on May 10 the 
restatement of its aims that be- 
came known as the ‘Declaration 
of Philadelphia.’’ In 1946 an agree- 
ment with the UN was signed that 
brought the ILO into relationship 
with the UN as the senior special- 
ized agency. 

The ILO has its headquarters in 
Geneva. It has an office in New 
York for liaison with the United 
Nations, and regional field offices 
in Brazil, India and Turkey. It 
maintains national branch offices 
and correspondents in a number of 
countries. 


The ILO has adopted 103 inter- 
national labor conventions, legal 
instruments (binding only when 
ratified) dealing with questions 
ranging from minimum age limits 
on work in coal mines to a conven- 
tion guaranteeing freedom of as- 
sociation for workers. They have 
received a total of 1418 ratifications 
by governments. They are supple- 
mented by 97 formal recommen- 
dations, which together with the 
cenventions, make up the Interna- 
tional Labor Code. 


In addition to setting standards 
through enactment of the code, the 
ILO aids governments to imple- 
ment those standards by sending 
out experts on request and by 
granting fellowships. The bulk of 
its assistance has been intended to 
help underdeveloped countries 
frame their social and labor poli- 
cies and, even more important- 
ly, to increase labor productivity 
through the development of handi- 
crafts, training of skilled workers, 
the improvement of production 
methods and the like. 

In 1953, under the Expanded Pro- 
gram 213 ILO experts from 32 
countries carried out (or entered 
upon) 222 assignments in 31 coun- 
tries. (Some experts received more 
than one assignment.) 413 fellows, 
worker-trainees and holders of stu- 
dy grants of 42 nationalities re- 
ceived training in 29 countries. 
More than half of the fellows and 
trainees were given vocational 
training. 

The ILO often goes into the field 
for investigation. At the requests 
of the governments it has, for in- 
stance, issued reports on labor 
conditions in Greece, Turkey, and 
in the oil industry in Iran. It
